ALGERNON ASHTON: ie 


‘Yeadon, To-day. 
The death has occurred at the 


age of 78 of Algernon Ashton, the 


famous British composer. . 

The late Professor Ashton began 
to study music at ‘the early: age. of 
seven under Franz Heinig and later 
under Ivan ‘Knorr. He. went . to 
Leipzig in 1868, remaining » . there 
for seventeen_years. 

From’ 1885 to 1910 he. was pro- 
fessor of the pianoforte at the Roy- 

. al College of Music in London. From 
1913 to 1935 he was at the London 
College of Music, being. on the 
Board of Examiners from 1918 . to 
1933. 

Professor Ashton ‘published about 
170 works of music, among them 
being eighteen sonatas for various 
instruments. 

‘One-of his recreations was writ- 


ing letters to the press, over 2,700’ 


‘communications from.him having 
appeared in various newspapers 
from time to time.—Reuter.
